S.R.O- 250.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Navy Group ‘C (Non-Indu^rlal posts) Recruitment 
Rules, 1972* txcepl as respects things done or omitted to bo 
done before such supersession, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to 
the post of Stenographer Grade I in the Navy, namely;—^ 

1. (1) Short litre and commenccmcnt^(l) Tliesc lules 
may be called the Navy Group ‘B’ (Non'Induslrial, Non 
Gazetted) Stenographer Grade 1 Recruitment Rules 1985.
